LONDON, Nov. 18.—The War office has 
received the following dispatch from Gen- 
eral Buller: 

“Cape Town, Friday, Nov.. 17.—Report 
from Kimberley, Saturday, Nov. 11, says 
all well there. 

“Reports from Ladysmith Sunday, Nov. 


12, and Monday, Nov. 13, say all well there.”’ 


Story of Fight at Belmont. 

A special dispatch from Orange River 
Camp under date of Saturday, Nov. 11, gives 
fuller details of the Belmont engagement of 
the previous day in which Colonel Keith- 
Falconer of the Northumberland Fusileers 
was killed. 
The special says the fight was brought 
about by a reconnoissance in force to the 
northward. The British got three miles be- 
yond Belmont. The Boers, numbering 700, 


’ were strongly posted on a ridge in a position 


of great natural strength, They were com- 
manded by Commandant Van der Merwe. 


The Lancers and patrols advanced toward 


the Boers’ position across the plain. 


’ The main British force, in skirmish line of 


battle, soon drew the enemy’s artillery fire, 


which was wild and short of range. The 


Lancers handled their Maxims well, rain- 


ing bullets upon the enerhy so smartly that 
the Boers scuttled from their first firing line | 


to a better cover. és 
The Boers used ordiniiry shells of a poor 


quality. When their guns demonstrated 


their ineffectiveness Major Lindsay got the 
range at 3,200 yards and silenced their guns 
with a couple of shrapnel, which burst over 
their heads, doing great execution. 

“We could see,’’ continues the corre- 
spondent, * the Boers removing their dead 
‘and wounded while the mounted infantry 
fired by volley, silencing their rifle fire. 

Hot Fight at Spitzkop. 
_ “It was on the Spitzkop that we suffered 
the serious casualties of the day. Colonel 


Keith-Faleoner was reconnoitering there 
with a small party and advanced within 400 


yards of the enemy before discovering them. 


The Boers suddenly opened fire. 

* Colonel Keith-Falconer was the first to 
fall, shot through the chest. Lieutenant 
Wood, who had just replied to his Major’s 
orders to retire, was killed by a bullet 
through his head, and Lieutenant Hill was 
wounded in the thigh on the same spot. 

* Despite these losses the officers and men 
never faltered, but retreated coolly, covered 
by the cavalry. The enemy did not attempt 
to follow them. On the whole, the Boers did 
not show much stomach forfight. — 

“The bodies of Colonel Keith-Falconer 
and Lieutenant Wood were brought here and 
have been buried in a pretty spot underneath 
a Kopje overlooking the camp. Their burial 
place is marked with a cairn of white 
stones.”’ 

Chief Khama of Service. 

Rhodesia advices of Tuesday, Nov. 7, say 
that Colonel Plumer has received a dispatch 
from Palapye saying Chief Khama has sent 
another regiment, 870 strong, to Selikwe 
Hill, making a total at Selikwe Hill of 700 
men. He has also sent 150 men to the Mak- 
lutsi River. 


Safety froma Boer Camp. 

Belated dispatches by way of Lorenzo 
Marques from a correspondent with the 
Boers near Ladysmith up to Tuesday, Nov. 
14, are arriving here, after being strictly 
censored at Pretoria. They throw some 
light on the fighting already reported from 
other sources. 

They say that on Friday, Nov. 10, eight | 
lyddite shells were fired into the Transvaal 
central artillery position, without doing any 
harm. The wood of the platform of the 
second big gun on Bulwana Hill was dam- 
aged, but has since been repaired. 

Commandant Weilbach captured a man 
who reported that General White was 
wounded and had gone to Pietermaritzburg, 
leaving General French in command. This, 
however, does not tally with the Trans- 
vaal’s information. The prisoner also re- 
Ported that the British forces were hiding 
in underground chambers in order to avoid 
the shells, and said there were about 1,000 
Wounded in the hospitals. . 

General Joubert had been indisposed, but 
is better. 

On Monday, Nov. 13, the British forts on 


the north side of Ladysmith opened on the

Paris dispatches quote the Gaulois as say- 
ing that Colonel De Ville Boisemareuil, for- 
merly of the general staff, left France on 
Oct. 26 for south Africa on the invitation of 
the Transvaal government, which offered 
him a high rank in its army. 


Boers Surround Escourt. 

A number of small Boer commandoes from 
the east and west are converging on Bst- 
court and the railroad just south of that 
place. The Boers already aggregate at least 
20,000, with a few guns, which they evident- 
ly, from the intrenchments they are throw- 
ing up, mean to mount on hills dominating 
any advance north from Estcourt, where 
General Hildyard is still commanding. 


More Instances of Heroism. 
e full story of the armored train disas- 
ter brought into relief a number of cases 
of individual gallantry.

_ Methuen Ready to Move. 

From the Free State frontier comes news

Marked Activity at Orange River. 

A special dispatch from Orange River 
camp, dated Wednesday, Nov. 15, afternoon, 
says: 

‘A brigade of the guards arrived today 
by rail from Cape Town and marched to 
their quarters, looking perfectly fit. They 
were loudly cheered.

A special dispatch from Pietermaritzburg, 
dated Saturday, Nov. 18, says: “ A runner 
b a message from Ladysmith saying 
that on Nov. 9 the Boers attacked that town 
from the southwest, but were repulsed by 
the Royal Rifles and rifle brigade with great 
loss. On Nov. 14 the Boers made an attack 
near Colenso, but were repulsed with a loss 
of 800. Fighting is proceeding at Estcourt.”

News of the Reising of the 
Siege at Kimberley Expected 


Kimberley within the next two.or three 


days, and word of the first advance of the 
British is expected hourly. While the exact 
whereabouts of General Buller remains a 
secret, it is most likely he will be found to 
have established his headquarters at the 
most available point for telegraphic com- 
munication between Cape Town and Rur- 
ban, judging from the news of'a concentra- 
tion of British forces at Queenstown, 120 
miles from the coast Port of East London. 
It is probable Buller is now at the latter 
point or at King Williamstown, forty miles 
north. From each of these places he can 
hold the most direct communication with 
Cape Town and Durban and at the same 
time assume direct command of the British 
troops on the southern borders of the Free 
State, one of the most strategic points of 
the coming campaign. 


British Troops Massing. 

The troops in this locality now reported 
between Sherkstrom and Molteno are evi- 
dently en route to join another force from 
Naauwport Junction coming up from Cape 
Town and which had been sent to the former 
point so as to be available either for the 
Kimberley relief or the advance through 
the Free State via Bethulie Bridge or Norv- 
alspont. 

While the cable reports state Molteno is 
the nearest point to Aliwal North for the 
troops to detrain, the Cape railway runs 
through to Aliwal North from Molteno, and 
no reports have come to hand of the de- 
struction of this line by the Boers, they not 
having so far entered Cape Colony south of 
the Drakensberg from Aliwal North. That 
this line will be available for the transporta- 
tion of the British troops is unquestionable 
and with the arrival of further reinforce- 
ments at East London, which can reach 
Molteno inside of twelve hours, an advance 
will in all probability be made upon Aliwal 
North. 
the urgent necessity of relieving that posi- 
tion, it is interesting to know what distribu- 
tion has been made of the troops so far re- 
ported as having arrived at the Cape. Out 
of a force of 23,500 officers and men recently 
arrived-in south Africa only 7,290 have been 
sent on to Durban for operations in Natal 
and on the eastern borders of the Trans- 


the latter move the 


has been made between Cape Town and 
East London, and an advance will no doubt 
be immediately made simultaneously to- 
ward Kimberley and Altwal North. 

Colonel Lord Methuen is commanding the 
first division, and Is now reported as being 
at Orange River Station, on the line of the 
Cape railway, seventy-five miles south of 
Kimberley. North of here the country is 
open, so that a rapid advance can be made. 
Yo further facilitate the advance of the 
relief column Colonel Methuen has ordered 
the troops to march in light order. This 
would indicate that a forced march will be 
made and an immediate attack made upon 
the Boers surrounding Kimberley. Provision 
and reserve ammunition wagons would be 
placed upon cars and transported by rail as 
far as possible, the troops marching 
along the line of railway at the same time. 
Colonel Methuen evidently has a large num- 
ber of men in his command, so that a de- 
cisive battle may be fought at Kimberley 
and a severe blow dealt’ the Boer forces on 
the eastern borders of the Transvaal. 

Should the British force under Colonel 
Methuen defeat the Boers at Kimberley it 
would only mean a delay of a few days for 
Buller’s division at Molteno to be reinforced 
by fresh arrivals from East London before 
a general advance would be made into both 
the Free State and Transvaal. Buller would 
advance into the Free State from Bethulie 
and effect a junction with General White's 
forces advancing from Ladysmith through 
Van Reenen’s Pass into the Free State, and 
Colonel Methuen would take care of the 
Transvaal from the east of that State with 
the large force that would then be at his 


here. The Globe expresses surprise at the 
results, and maintains that these could only 
be accomplighed in the most favorable 
weather and water conditions, holding that 
judgment must be withheld until trials are 
undertaken at night and in rough weather.

Party Leaders Are Active. 

Home affairs here are chiefly notable for 
the speeches of party leaders, the activity 
of the Queen, and the anticipation of im- 
peror William’s visit. Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman’s Manchester effort was by far 
the most important Liberal utterance In or 
out of Parliament since the Transvaal crisis. 
He clearly laid down the lines of party pol- 
icy, which, briefly summarized, are enthu- 
siastic in support of the campaign, and 
bitter opposition to the tactics which made 
it necessary. The speech apparently has 
effected a cohesion of the varous elements 
in the Liberal ranks, and is receiving the 
highest praise from organs hitherto taking 
diverse views. 

The reanimation of Lord Rosebery is an- 
other notable feature. Never at any stage 
of his career has he beem more active in 
speaking, one day om the Transvaal, the 
next on housing London’s poor, and then 
delivering, with equal brilliance, a pane- 
gyric of Cromwell. Never has the nation 
seen a better exposition of the versatility 
of its ex-Premier. How Lord Rosebery iIn- 
tends to shape his future course is as much 
a mystery asthe man. Though he is at va- 
riance with the present views of those of the 
majority of the Liberals, his stand gives rise 
to the report that he will form his own party.

Resolutions Express the Hope the 
United States Will Recognize the

Resolutions expressing sympathy for the 
Boer and Orange Free State governments, 
voicing the hope that the Afrikanders ulti- 
mately would crush the power of England 
throughout Africa and that this govern- 
ment would recognize the two republics as 
belligerents, were adopted unanimously 
last night at Central Music Hall, where the 
Irish-Boer mass-meeting was held. 

The meeting was marked throughout with 
enthusiasm, but when the resolutions were 
presented the climax of the evening was 
reached, and the cheering that followed 
their adoption lasted for several minutes. 


Vigorous Resolutions Adopted. 
The resolutions were presented by M. V. 
Cannon. The preamble set forth that the 
present struggle was the most unjustifiable 
in the long list of Great Britain’s attacks on 
weaker nations and outrages on the rights 
of mankind. The Boers, it was declared, 
had made every concession consistent with 
self-respect and self-preservation, but Eng- 
land had forced war upon them. Then the 
resolutions continued as follows:

SULT OF HIS TRIAL. 


He Was President of a Kansas City 


Bank and Was Tried for Misapply- 
ing Funds of the Institution—Re- 
leased on Bail Pending Appeal—R. 
D. Covington, the Cashier, Is Ac- 
quitted — Story of the Litigation— 
Rieger’s Springfield Career. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 18.—[{Special.]—In 
the United States District Court today, 
Judge Adams of St. Louis, presiding, David

Robert D. Covington, cashier of the bank, 
who was tried jointly with Rieger, was ac- 
quitted. There were thirteen counts in the 
indictment against Rieger and Covington. 
The conviction was upon the first count 
charging the misappropriation of $15,345 of 
the bank’s funds in discount of a note signed 
by B. W. Townley, Dec. 8, 1894. 

The Missouri! National Bank was organized 
by Rieger in January, 1891. The evidence 
showed a large amount of the funds with 
which it was established were secured by 
putting up the stock as security for loans 
with Eastern banks. Several prominent 
Kansas City men were on the directory. 
The bank successfully weathered the panic 
of 1893, and was believed to,be solvent until 
it was closed by the Bank Examiner Nov. 
80, 1896. 


Loaded with Worthless Paper. 

At that time it had individual deposits 
amounting to $815,477. An investigation of 
its affairs showed it held a large amount of 
worthless paper. It was placed in the hands 
of a receiver and an assessment of 100 per 
cent was made upon the $250,000 _ stock. 
Several of the stockholders paid the assess- 
ment. Others refused, were sued, and a de- 
cision against them was recently rendered 
by the United States Court of Appeals. 

Among the stockholders was Major Calvin’ 
Hood of Emporia, Kas., who organized a 
syndicate and purchased a large block of the 
stock a few weeks before the failure. The 
receiver has paid 62 per cent of the deposits 
and it is expected that the full amount will 
eventually be paid. 

Rieger and Covington were indicted Nov. 
6, 1897. They were tried a year ago, the 
jury disagreeing. They were released on

Those who are aware of the extent of so- 
cial and domestic influences in Washington 
will appreciate the importance of this fact, 
for with over a hundred Congressional wom- 
en lobbying with the members over whom 
they have most influence the result is liable 
to be serious for Roberts. The movement 
has additional significance from the fact 
that fit includes both Republican and Demo- 
cratic families. It will take a two-thirds 
vote to expel Roberts, so that if the matter 
were made a party one the Republicans 
would not be strong enough to deprive him 
of his seat. But if a comparatively small 
percentage of Democrats are brought around 
by means of their wives the Utah polygamist 
can readily be barred out.

shipbuilding firms have made inquiries re- 
garding the vessels for which the United 
States now has no need. These vessels, if 
they could be secured, would be used as 
transports, freighters, and colliers for the 
English forces operating against the Trans- 
vaal government. 

One vessel fn particular is much desired 
by the British Admiralty. It is the Arethusa, 
a big tramp tank steamer of 6,000 tons reg- 
istry. The agents of the British. govern- 
ment are willing to purchase al) the ves- 
, sels available. As the purchases are made 
ostensibly by private parties and the gov- 
ernment is not informed of the disposition 
of the vessels the question of neutrality 
need not arise. 

Many of the ships of the auxiliary navy 
were purchased abfoad previous to the out- 
break of hostilities with Spain and are now 
out of commission at the various navy 
yards. They are on the reserve list of the 
navy, but a large expenditure of money is 
necessary in order to keep them in repair. 
Congress passed a law authorizing the sale 
of these vessels by the- Secrétary of the 
Navy, but as American registry cannot be 
obtained for them because of their being 
foreign built American ship owners will not 
purchase them. 

No action has yet been taken by the Navy 
department.

Representatives of the Milwaukee Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Indianapolis Board 
of Trade appeared before the Subcommission 
on Transportation of the Industrial commis- 
sion yesterday and told of discriminations in 
railroad rates against theirtowns. The wit- 
nese from Milwaukee, Edward P. Bacon, re- 
peated the stories of an elevator-railroad 
combine, stating that it was the belief of 


mour, as the owner of a large elevator sys- 
tem in that city and a director of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul railway, se- 
cured advantages denied the public. Chester 
A. Fuller of Norfolk, Neb., testified to dif- 
ferentials against smaller towns in the West. 

As a remedy for the difficulties due to the 
alleged collusion of elevator and railroad in- 
terests it was agreed that the Interstate 
Commerce commission should be given 
power to revise and prescribe rates and en- 
force these orders. Rate discrimination, said 
Edgar H. Evans of Indianapolis, is closing 
the flour milis of the middle West and cutting 
off the American miller from the continental 
markets. Government ownership of rail- 
roads and legalized “ pooling” were both 
favored and opposed. 


Searchlight on the Combine. 


| After hearing Mr. Bacon the commission 


outlined an investigation which is expected 
to unearth a number of sensations relative 
to the alleged railroad-elevator combine. 
The commissioners have been informed that 
no leases exist between the railroads own- 
ing elevators and the grain handlers who 
occupy them. Some searching into court 
records, it is said, has shown that an ele- 
vator on the Burlington tracks said to have 
been built by one of the five firms charged 
with controlling the grain’ market of the 
West is involved in a lawsuit in which the 
railway is made part owner. 

The in men named as the rulers of the 
market have had a specia] stenographer to 
take the testimony at each session, and a 
) representative of Armour & Co. ss been in 
constant attendance. 


E. P. Bacon Gives Testimony. 

Mr. Bacon was the first witness. “‘ Mem- 
bers of the Milwaukee Chamber of Com- 
merce,”’ said he, “ believe that the legalized 
‘pooling’ of earnings is the sole prevent- 
ative against rate-cutting and the extending 
of favors to large shippers. Speculation al- 
ways aids the farmer. It operates to bene- 
fit the producer and not against him, as is 
so frequently argued.” 

Mr. Bacon then told of prices quoted in 
the grain-raising districts of the Northwest 
by the Milwaukee Elevator company, a con- 
cern said to be controlled by Mr. Armour. 
The price offered the producer was said to 
have been higher than that offered in the 
Milwaukee wheat pit. 

** Does the St. Paul road give Mr. Armour 
an advantage over other dealers?’ asked 
Commissioner Kennedy. 


Believe Armour Is Favored. 

“We naturally infer that as he can pay 
more in the country than he can get the 
same property for after it has been shipped 
to market he must get the money back 
some way. The general impression is that 
owners of elevators in Chicago and Milwau- 
kee enjoy special advantages in freight 
rates and otherwise. An agreement is sup- 
posed to be made from time to time. This 
is especially true at points where competi- 
tion between railroads is sharp. There 
should be federal inspection of the books of 
railways as of banks. Discriminations are 
practiced now and rebates allowed as much 
as before the interstate commerce act was 
passed, but the favors are confined to a 
smaller number. The ownership of private 
cars affords ground for the extension of 
advantages to owners.” 

Mr. Bacon closed with the statement that 
he is opposed to government ownership of 
railroad and telegraph systems. 


For National Grain Inspection. 

Charles 8. Clark, Secretary of the Grain 
Dealers’ Nationa! association, suggested that 
more uniformity in the grading of grain is 
necessary. He believed a national grain 
inspection department impossible under pre- 
valling conditions. 

“The inspection of barley by the State 
inspectors of Chicago,” said he, “has been 
ignored by the trade for years. It is utterly 
unreliable. I want to say, too, that public 
warehousemen should not be allowed to 
deal in grain.” 


Evans Scores Chicago Inspection. 

Mr. Evans entered a similar complaint 
against Inspection at Chicago. “ We have 
found.” he asserted, “that inspection is 
dishonestly rigid when grain is-coming in 
and dishonestly lax when grain is going out 
of Chicago.” 

The witness dealt with the discrimination 
made by the railroads—a difference of as 
high as nine cents a hundred pounds— 
against flour for export and in favor of grain. 
This course, it was claimed, has sent a 
stream of grain to the Buropean millers and 
cut American mills out of markets they 
had secured after years of effort. “ Never 
in twenty years,’’ continued the witness, 
‘have flour mills in this country been shut 
down so generally or run on half time. It 
means a loss to railroads which carry fuel 
to these mills. a loss to manufacturers who 
furnish supplies. and a loss In wages to 
employés in all these branches. The remedy 
is to put wheat and flour on the same ship- 
ping-rate basi Give the Interstate Com- 
merce commission the power to enforce its 
decrees and that will end the matter. ‘ Pool- 
ing’ should be allowed under the supervision 
of this commission.” 

Mr. Fuller argued that unless the super- 
vision of the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission was unquestioned “ pooling would 
be prohibited.

Guards Surround Her Residence to 
Prevent Her Husband, an Employe 
at Winslow Bros.’ Factory, from 


Going to Work—Woman Starts Os- 


tensibly for a Grocery and Returns 
with Superintendent Hanson and a 


Policeman, 


- The strike of the molders and machinists 
at the factory of Winslow Bros., manufac- 
turers of ornamental iron work at 858 Car- 
roll avenue, has developed into a siege, in 
which evolutions of strategy tax the ener- 
gies of both the strikers and the employers. 
The Metal Workers’ union has established 
pickets about the factory to prevent work- 
men from going to and from the factory, and 
early yesterday morning the officials of the 
company rescued one of the loyal machin- 
ists from the clutches of the union men. 
The quick wit and heroism of the laborer's 
wife and a race between Superintendent 
Hanson and union men were the features 
of the maneuver. 

Superintendent Hanson arrived at the fac- 
tory at 7 o'clock, and a few minutes later a 
breathless, frightened woman rushed into 
the office and burst into tears. 

“ Please, Mr. Hanson, won't you come and 
save my husband?’ she cried. ‘“‘ He's one 
of your men, Charles Wolff. We live at 560 
North Campbell avenue, and the union has 
put pickets.all around our house. I was 
afraid they would kill my husband, and I 
wouldn’t let him come down to work this 
morning.” 


Race with Union Men. 
Superintendent Hanson called for his 
horse and buggy, and in a few minutes was 
his way to the Wolff residence with Mrs. 
olff and a policeman. Mr. Hanson wanted 
to rescue Wolff and to obtain the names of 
the union pickets for use in the injunction 
case against the metal workers, which comes 
up before Judge Ball tomorrow morning. 
The union men guessed part of the superin- 
tendent’s plans, and two pickets started 
with another horse and buggy for the Wolff 
house to notify the men on guardthere. For 
two miles the superintendent and union men 
raced, with their horses in a gailop, and 
when the latter saw they would lose they 
turned down a side street and disappeared. 
Mr. Hanson surprised the seven pickets on 
duty, got their names, and then returned to 
the factory with Wolff. He learned later 
that Mrs. Wolff outwitted the union men by 
boldly leaving the house, ostensibly to go to 
the grocery.

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 MEIKLEJOHN ON THE ELECTION. 


Believes the Result in Nebraska Is Fa- 
 yorable to the Republicatie—OCar- 
los Yenson Talks of Spain. 


George D. Meiklejohn, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, was in the city a few hours yes- 
terday on his return to Washington from 
Nebraska, where he has been since election 
day. Mr. Meikiejohn was far from admit- 
ting that election results in Nebraska indi- 
cated the Democrats would carry the State 
next year. On the contrary, he expressed 
confidence in the ability of the Republicans 
to carry the State, provided systematic and 
thorough work is done. He was not hopeful 
regarding the recovery of Senator Hayward. 

‘‘ 1 made inquiries late yesterday,’’ he said, 
‘‘and, while it was said Senator Hayward's 
condition was somewhat improved, I was not 
led to believe the chances of his recovery 
were promising. I fear his death is only a 
question of a short time. In that event 
there is little doubt Governor Poynter will 
appoint ex-Senator Allen to his place. We 
shail then have two Senators to elect in 
1901, and that will be sufficient to make 
next year's election in that State one of great 
importance. If there is fusion again and 
the fusionists are successful, it seems the 
opinion that Mr. Bryan will be one of the 
Senators chosen. That is, provided he is not 
elected President, of which there is not 
much probability. 1 attach no credence to 
the report from Washington that his friends 
will urge Governor Poynter to name him 
instead of ex-Senator Allen in case of Sen- 
ator Hayward's death. | 

Local conditions were largely responsible 
for the fusionist victory. The Prohibitionists 
and members of the Liqltor Dealers’ assica- 
tion united. The peculiar tactics employed 
to win the foreign vote cannot win out next 
year. The vote on regents of the university 
gives a close estimate of the strength of the 
two parties, and when it is considered that 
the vote was some 26,000 less than that of 
1896, and that the Republicans did not work 
the State as closely as the fusionists, I can- 
not help believe our chances of carrying the 
State next year are promising.” 

Regarding the situation in the Philippines 
Mr. Meiklejohn expressed the opinion that 
the end of the insurrection is in sight, and 
that it will be effectually stamped out before 
the close of the coming dry season. 

Carlos Yenson, American consular agent 
at Bilbao, Spain, who represented the Bilbao 
Chamber of Commerce at the commercial 
congress at Philadelphia, was at the Audi- 
torium Annex yesterday. 

* Spain is in a fairly prosperous condition,” 
he said, ‘“‘and the majority of the people, 
especially the more inteHigent class, have 
come to believe the country is infinitely bet- 
ter off since the loss of its colonies. The 
facts are these colonies were a constant 
source of trouble and expense to the country 
without any adequate recompense. The 
pecuniary benefits came only to the privi- 
leged few, who looked upon the colonies as 
legitimate fields for spolation. They 
grabbed off all there was in sight and [eft 
the government to pay the expense of main- 
taining the large forces of troops which their 
corrupt and inefficient administrations made 
necessary. During the last few years the 
resources of the country were most severely 
taxed to meet the expenses of trying to main- 
tain Spanish rule. Now this has been 
changed. the army has been reduced to about 
60,000 men, and in every way the burdens 
of the people have been lessened. Many 
Spaniards who formerly lived in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines, and who accum- 
ulated fortunes there, have returned to 
Spain, and their money ts being invested in 
various ways there. 

‘Spain is feeling, too, the general pros- 
perity which all Europe is now enjoying, and 
considerable foreign capital is coming in for 
investment. The trouble with the Spanish 
people, however, is their lack of energy and 
the ignorance which prevails among a large 
part of them. There is, however, an unmis- 
takable improvement setting in, and the 
prospects of the country are certainly 
brighter than they have been for many 


years. 
“ Little animosity is cherished against the 
people of this country in consequence of the 
recent war. I think this is due to a con- 
‘siderable extent to the belief the Americans 
‘did not do them much -harm when-they 
prived them of their colonies,”’ .. 


GATHMANN’S FILTER IS TESTED. 


Samples of Watey Sent to Northwestern 
University Laboratories to 


Samples of water filtered yesterday in Ev- 
anston by an invention of Louis Gath- 
mann were sent to the laboratories of the 
Northwestern University to be tested. Three 
samples were sent to the laboratories, one 
of the water before it was filtered, another 
of the water after it had been filtered, and 
the third of the water after it had been fil- 
tered and submitted to a process in which 
electrolysis is used to kill all germs. 

Sterilized jellies will be inoculated with 
the samples, and when the chemists’ tests 
are finished it will be known whether or not 
all baccilli are killed by Gathmann's process. 

The water used in the tests was taken di- 
rectly from the Evanston mains, the con- 
nection being made at the city barns. This 
water was examined several times by 
Chemist 8S. D. Gloss of the Northwestern 
University last week, and each time has 
been found unusuable. Yesterday. morning 
a pailful of the refuse after the first appli- 
cation of Gathmann’s process was found 
te contain 50 per cent of foreign matter, 
even beetles and worms being seen. 

Gathmann’s device is a rotary machine, 
in which the water docs the revolving. It 
consists of two large iron reservoirs. Two 
cones eleven inches in height surmount the 
machines, and under each is a similar cone, 
The water enters the cylinder at an acute 
angle and maintains a circular course in the 
interior. The sediment is tossed about in 
this whirlpool and becomes almost . com 
gealed, seeking in its course the still water 
in the center of the cylinder. 

The lighter substances rise to the top and 
are given exit there, while the heavier ones 
sink to the bottom and escape through a 
pipe there. The cleansed water then passes 


electricity, which, it is claimed, kills a]! 
germs. 

It is estimated that 100,000 gallons of water 
an hour can be purified. Gathmann claims 
that if his system is adopted Evanston need 
not build a new tunnel.

BELIEVED IT WILL CONTROL 
OLD MANHATTAN’S PRODUCT, 

Oll Delivered to the People’s Gaslight 
‘@nd@ Coke Company, Which Has a 
Contract with the Purchasers of the 
Independent Organization, by the 
Union Tank Line—Cars Sent to WhIt- 
ing to Have New Names Painted on 
Them—C. K. G. Billings Tells of Sale. 


The sale of the Manhattan Oi] company to 
the General Industrial Development Syn- 
dicate, limited, London, England, was con- 
firmed yesterday by C. K. G. Billings, Presi- 
dent of the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, which practically owned the Manhat- 
tan. Mr. Billings has just returned from 
New York and was present when the trans- 
fer of the oil interests was made to F. C. 
Colbert, the American representative of the 
London syndicate. 

“The deal was closed several days ago,” 
said Mr. Billings. ‘‘ The price was a large 
cash consideration, which I am not at lib- 
erty to name, together with a long-term con- 
tract between the syndicate and the People’s 
Gaslight and Coke company, whereby the 
latter will be furnished continuously with 
oil at a stipulated price. The Manhattan oil 
interests were sold because the gas com- 
pany did not want to go into the oil business. 
At the same time, in selling the company 
obtained an advantage in the contract, in 
the agreement of -the purchasers to furnish 
us oi] continuously at a set price. This was 
done so as to relieve us of any trouble in the 
future in getting oll. — 

“A. N. Brady of New York, the President 
of the Manhattan Oil company, conducted 
the negotiations, which I believe were under 
way for more than a month with this English 
Syndicate. The Manhattan had a capital 
stock of $2,000,000 and was the Standard 
Oil's greatest competitor. It owned valuable 
oll felds in Ohio and Indiana.”’. 


Standard Is in It. 


It is believed that the Standard Ol! com- 
pany either has absorbed or has some 
agreement with the General Industria] De- 
velopment syndicate, whereby the former 
will control the output of the old Man- 
hattan’s product. This belief is based on 
the fact that the Union Tank line, the 
Standard Oil company’s line, has issued 
orders to railroads in Chicago to forward 
all Manhattan tank cars to Whiting, where 
the Standard’s big plant is located. At 
Whiting the Union Tank line’s name is 
painted on the cars. Besides this, oi] has 
been delivered to the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke ccmmpany in Union Tank line cars. 

J. A. Moffett, First Vice President of the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana, said yes- 
terday the company had obtained the con- 
tract for furnishing oil to the Chicago Gas 
company, or, rather, that the contract had 
been returned to it. Just how the contract 
was obtained he did not say, but it seems 
probable that it was got indirectly through 
the purchasers of the Manhattan interests. 


Standard Wanted Contract. 


The Standard has been fighting for this 
one thing for many years. Mr. Moffett was 
unable to throw any light upon what is re- 
garded by some as an absorption of the 
Manhattan interests by the Standard Oil 
compny.

LONDON, Nov. 18.—From the space occu- 
pied in the newspapers it might be inferred 
the British nation looks upon the skirmishing 
reported from south Africa this week as 
important battles.

Most Englishmen do not pause to 
take notice of the difficulties created by the 
strength of these forces in the matter of 
transport and commissariat. They look 
upon the march from De Aar Junction to 
Kimberley much as if it were a summer 
promenade of troops from London to Rugby

Too Sanguine a View. 

This view is probably much too sanguine, 
because the true qualities of the African ' 
farmer as @ fighter will only come into play 
when our troops have to march in the open 
and storm the positions occupied by the 
Boer sharpshooters.

PARIS, Nov. 18.—American artists living 
in Paris have been expressing discontent 
over certain delays in the regulations per- 
taining to American fine arts to be exhibit- 
ed at the Paris Dxposition. 


mission has been able to obtain practically 
no information from the French authorities 
regarding the exhibit of sculpture. As a 
result American sculptors are groping in 
the dark; they can make no preparation. 

The space allotted for the architectural 
exhibit of the United States is looked upon 
as hopelessly inadequate. It admits of an 
exhibit of not more than a dozen plans. 

“The line of space allotted to the United 
States for its complete exhibit of fine arts 
doesn’t amount to more than 550 feet, hence 
it is calculated that only about 250 oi! paint- 
ings and a small number of water colors, 
pastels, miniatures, ftllustrations, and. en- 
gravings can be shown. Many private col- 
lections in the United States are more im- 
posing than this.

Allow Foodstuffs to Pass. 

The dispatch added that unless the em- 
bargo was removed the Boer government 
would be obliged to feed the British prisoners 
on porridge made of mealies, the food the 
natives commonly subsist on. Even full 
rations of that modest fare was not guaran- 
teed for long, particularly as the prisoners 
increased.

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MISSION OF THE KAISER. 
POLITICS LIES BEHIND THE — 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


He Secret in Diplomatic Circles That 
the German Emperor Is Impelled by 
Other than Personal Motives to 
Make the Trip to England—German 
Public Still Hostile to the British, 
in Spite of the Inapired Press—Com- 
ment on the War. : 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—[Copyright, 1899, by 
the Associated Press.)]—The reassembling of 
the Reichstag Tuesday caused hardly a rip- 
ple on the surface of political Mfe. It seems 
that neither the Reichstag nor the govern- 
‘ment is anxious for a conflict over the pend- 
ing measures, concerning which there is 
much heated difference of opinion. It was 
different with the Emperor’s departure for 
England, which probably nine-tenths of the 
nation condemns. 

Since it has been generally known that the 
visit would. take place, the press of every 
shade of opinion, which had been unrestrain- 
edly abusing Great Britain and grandilo- 
quently poohpoohing the notion of his Maj- 
esty going there, has become more cautious 
and now some of the papers even speak ap- 

of the visit. This, however, does 
mot alter the fact that the people are still 
overwhelmingly against the visit and against 
Great Britain in the matter of the war.

Following the announcement of the inten- 
tion to retire these bonds and the putting in 
circulation of a considerable sum of money 
from the Treasury's surplus, there was a 
distinct improvement in the stock market. 
While there has since been some declines, 
taken as a whole the market has been strong 
during the last half of the week and sub- 
stantial gains. were made in the majority of 
the active securities.

the Secretary issued his: order, and an im-< 
provement had already been shown in mone- 
tary‘conditions. Call money had declined te 
practically the rates which were obtained 
for time money, and it Is notable that on 
the second day during which bonds apuld . 
be redeemed at the Subtreasury the rates.

than had been obtained during the early part 
of the week, when it was not expected any 
rélief would come to the money market 
ftom Treasury action. : 
This has served to more firmly entrench 
some of the Dankers and financiers in their 
view that the action of the Treasury depart- 
nient was unnécessary, and that conditions 
would have improved through the natural 
course of business affairs without ald from 
the government.

No one could understand 
it. Harvard tried double passes for end runs, 
but the Yale ends stopped them. Harvard 
lost ground frequently when it had the ball, 


-but Yale did not propose to allow Harvard 


to have the ball if it eould possibly help it. 
Harvard was attacking too well, and if Yale 
could hold possession of the ball it was safe. 
Twice, while in Harvard territory on the last 
down, when Yale was unable to make the 
necessary five yards, Captain McBride called 
the referee and, having him measure off the 
necessary twenty yards which must be lost, 
he stood on the spot and when the ball was 
passed it was thrown back to him and he 
touched it down. The ball remained in Yale’s 
possession and another first down was 
gained. The rule allows a loss of twenty 
yards or a gain of five in order to retain the 
ball, and McBride worked it both ways. 
Just what McBride was doing was a mys- 
tery to a great number of the spectators, 
Why a man.should go back and deliberately 
lose ground they could not understand, but 
there were many who did and they wondered 
if McBride was using good policy. The twice 
he did this the ball did not go farther back 
than five yards into Yale territory, and thus 
Harvard was deprived of so considerable 
chance to advance, but finally Yale had to 
surrender possession. 
Shortly after the half opened one of the 
funny incidents. of the game occurred. The 
full back of the Harvard eleven started to 
go through the Hine. He hurdied the Yale 
forwards, but was picked up on their should- 
ers and carted back bodily ten yards. This 
aroused a wild demonstration from the Yale 
benches, and as Harvard's plays went wrong 
the Yale contingent became more and more 
boisterous. 


Yale Starts to Gain. 


Then Yale took a brace in its offensive 
work, and it began to walk down the field 
amid trmendous excitement. It walked 
along all right with a fumble, lost the bail, 
and Harvard kicked out of danger. Yale 
began to have trouble, for fumbling punts 
brought it into danger in the second half. 
Fincke fumbled a punt and Harvard got 
the ball on Yale's fifteen-yard line. There 
was a chance to score if ever a team wanted 
one, but again Yale manifested a beautiful 
defensive ability, and Harvard, fiually in 
desperation, tried a drop kick from the fif- 
teen-yard line, but Hallowell missed it. 

This was the last play of the game. It was 
one of the most exciting moments of the en- 
tire contest. Everybody stood up breath- 
less waiting to see if the ball went between 
the goal posts. Every Harvard man thought 
that at such a short distance it could not 
well prove a failure, but the ball went wide, 
and all that Harvard had done was to threat- 
en the Yale goal three times, while Yale had 


‘not been able to do as much, although it held 


Harvard safe, and in the second half broke 
up its plays frequently. if 

In the second half Harvard runners broke 
away frequently for dashes which electrified 
the crowd, runners getting away momenta- 
rily with what looked like open fields, but 
each time a Yale man brought them down, 
and the thousands left the field glad to have 


escaped heart failure. 
Host of Players Present. 


If Yale had not fumbled punts so badly in 
the second half it would have had a much 
better chance and it would not have been in 
such danger, but it played a plucky enough 
game and earned the decision of a draw with 
the crimson, Great crowds of old players 
saw the game and acknowledged it was one 
of the closest and most exciting they had 
ever witnessed. Umpire Dashiel said it was 
the best game he had ever seen. Coach 
George Woodruff and Captain Hare of the

eenter and tackles... Harvard's plan of at- 
tack was to kick until it had the ball in 
a favorable position and then rush its way 
down the field. This was all right in theory, 
but it would not work when it came to prac- 
tice. Harvard would smash its way for a 
time and then Yale would force ito kick. 

McBride's kicking saved Yale to a great 
extent. The superiority of McBride in kick- 
ing was of great advantage to Yale, for it 
kept the ball in Harvard territory and saved 
the Yale goal from being endangered on 
many occasions, but the Yale ends did not 
do as good work in getting down the field 
as they should, or much greater advantage 
would have redounded to the blue. Tonight 
people are talking over how it all happened 
and why Harvard did not win. 

Some say Harvard did not play its game. 
Others admit the crimson did, but that Yale 
was surprisingly stronger than they had 
expected for a moment. That Yale would 
fight to the last ditch they believed, but they 
did not believe Yale could fight hard enough 
to stall off the tremendous rushes of Har- 
vard, but Yale did stop them when it had to. 

The New Haven team played as plucky a 
game as one could wish to see; it fought 
desperately, but it played clean football. 


Harvard Uses Many Men. 


As Harvard saw the game was not going 
its way in the second half it began playing 
new men into the game. The fresh men for 
a moment would be valuable, and then Yale 
would settle down to doing its good defensive 
work again. Yale tried a new set of half 
backs, but they were the only important 
changes the blue made. Harvard tried a 
new full back, new tackle, a new end, and 
new backs, but they could not gain td score 
against the blue, and their last despairing 
hope went wrong as the time was called and 
the drop kick of Hallowell went sailing wide 
of the bars. 

Many thought it was a score until they saw 
the Yale rooters grab the eleven and begin 
to try to trot them off the field on their 
shoulders, and. then the Yale players began 
capering up and down and finally joined in 
the Yale yell as the disappointed Harvard 
cohorts filed off the field. 

The trick of ’97 had been repeated, only 
Yale this time had more license to hold the 
score to nothing to nothing according to 
most of the critics. f 

It was a remarkably close game. It was 
plain, straight football, too. The fancy 
plays did not avail much, and some of Har- 
vard’s efforts in this line were as bad as 
some of Chicago’s attempts at trick plays. 


No Joy in Cambridge. 


Tonight there is universal solemnity in 
Cambridge. Harvard lost money on the 
game and so did Yale. Harvard freshmen 
who madé themselves so conspicuous last 
night by badgering Yale for bets, offering 
them tempting odds, are sorry tonight. They 
had expected to pick up a lot of easy money. 

Yale, although making such a good show- 
ing, is also loser, for nearly all the Yale bets 
were made ,on the scoring. 
straight bets were made, It was a peculiar 
game all around. Its result was probably 
the least anticipated of any game ever 
played. It was productive of the finest kind 
of football and drew one of the greatest 
crowds ever in attendance at a game. 

No team ever made a better showing on 
such short notice than did Yale. That Yale 
was entitled to a draw on its work nobody 
questions. That Harvard played in hard 
luck, missing both tries for goals from the 
field, is one of the grievances here tonight, 
but it would have been most unsatisfactory 
to both sides to have had a goal from the 
field decide the game unless a touchdown 
had been made. The Eastern teams like to 
have touchdowns and then pile up the score 
with goals from the field if necessary. Now 
Yale waits for Princeton next —* _ 
the Eastern football season 
climax for Harvard was one of the crimson’s 
bitterest disappointments.

back and after @ scrimmage the ball was on 
Yale's forty-yard line. 

Then Harvard showed what tactics it 
would pursue. It didn’t believe Hale was a 
g00d man at center. His small size and 
light weight made him seem to Har- 
vard a most available point of at- 
tack, so Kendall was sent plunging 
into him. The attempt was successful 
and he got four yards, and then Ellis made 
a try at the same place and also found it 
vulnerable, but Yale was given the ball for 
off-side at this juncture. 

McBride revealed that Yale was going to 
keep kicking as long as it could in order to 
wear Harvard out if possible, and he at- 
tempted a punt, but the Harvard forwards 
broke through and blocked the kick. The 
ball rolled out of bounds at midfield. 


Harvard Looks a Winner. 


It looked decidedly easy for Harvard at 
this time. The center had been found vul- 
nerable, and McBride’s kick had been 
blocked. Harvard was yelling with confi- 
dence, but the ball was brought back for off- 
side, and McBride was given another chance, 
and this time he sent the ball spinning forty 
yards down. the field and out of bounds at 
Harvard's fifteen-vard line. Sawin, at his 
first attempt at an end run,was unsuccessful, 
and on the next lineup Hallowell punted 
twenty-five yards to McBride on the forty- 
five yard line of Yale. McBride, owing to 
the quick work of the Harvard ends, was 
unable to get back. The Yale men then 
dropped back, and held a consultation. 

The attack was resumed by McBride plung- 
ing through Sargent for a scant yard. Then 
Richards, who saved the game against Wis- 
consin, went into the line, but he made a 
short gain. It remained for Sharpe to dodge 
through the line for four yards and a first 
down. The ball was on Harvard's thirty- 
yard line, and was getting uncomfortably 
close to the Harvard goal. Richards was 
again called upon,. while the spectators 
watched to see how good Harvard was on 
defense, and saw the husky back stick in his 
head into the line and drop back, and then 
McBride tried center, and he, too, was stop- 
ped, and Harvard was given the ball on 
downs. 

Harvard had the ball on its own thirty- 
yard line, and Hallowell at once kicked 
down the field to McBride, and the ball went 
out of bounds at Yale’s fifty-yard line. Mc- 
Bride at once returned the punt with a beau- 
tiful fifty-yard kick t6 Sawin on Harvard's 
ten-yard line. Sawin fumbled, but succeeded 
in saving the ball. Hallowell, at once seeing 
that the ball was dangerously close to his 
goal, kicked out of danger, and McBride re- 
ceived the ball in center field. McBride 
kicked back, and sent the ball over the goal 
line. He was having all the better of the 
kicking, and was keeping Harvard busy 
getting the ball away from its goal line. 


Duel of the Kickers. 


Hallowell kicked off from his twenty-five 
yard line. It was a short kick, and Richards 
succeeded in eluding the fleet ends of Har- 
vard and ran the ball back six yards. Sharpe 
then tried to take the crimson by surprise 
by sending a kick from directly behind the 
line, but Daly came back six yards with it 
before being tackled. He was forced out of 
bounds at Harvard's thirty-yard line. Hal- 
lowell at once kicked back to Fincke on the 
forty-yard line. Yale tried the Harvard 
line twice, but found it too strong, and then 
McBride dropped back as if for a kick. and 
the fake sent the ball through the line for 
only a couple of yards. McBride then sent 
another of his long punts, and the ball was 
out of bounds at thirty-two yard line of 
Harvard, but Harvard at once kicked back 
again. It was a bad kick and was almost 
blocked, and went outside at Yale’s fifty- 
yard line.

Harvard Goes Down Field. 


It seemed that the crimson had finally 
struck its gait. Sawin was sent pushing 
through the line, Donald being called back 
to help in the play. in much the same way 
Chicago uses its tackles, and the effort netted 
six yards. The ball was on the thirty-five- 


yard line. Ellis went smashing into the 
yielding center for five yards, and Drought 
the ball up to the twenty-fiwe-yard line by 
another hard smash through the same place. 

Harvard seemed to be going straight up for 
a touchdown. Another smash at center net- 
ted an additional five yards. Harvard root- 
ers were threatened with insanity for life 
and their excitement knew no bounds when 
continual pounding at the center of the Yale 
line added first six and then three yards. 
The ball was on Yale's fifteen-yard line. El- 
lis went smashing through and took the 
oval to the seven-yard mark, and Ellis 
worked it to the even five-yard line. Ellis 
tried again at center, but Yalé, with a tre-

Hallowell placed the bail 
for Burnett to make the try at’ goal. 

Burnett hesitated, while the Yale legions 
yelled at him. He made a start and then 
thought better of it, and when he finally did 
send the ball away its direction was bad and 
it went away wide of the goal posts. Yale 
set up a triumphant howl, while McBride 
kicked off from the twenty-five-yard line. 

Daly heeled for another catch of McBride’s 
kickoff, and Harvard would have had an- 
other chance for a field goal from a more 
favorable position, the first having been 
at’ a slight angle, but Daly fumbled the ball 
and fell on it.

CAREER A STORMY ONE 


: OW many people know that soon after 
the constitution was adopted there 
was formed a State whose name is 
not now to be found on any map of 
the United States, which for over a 

year existed as a practically independent 

commonwealth, having its own constitution 


and laws, making treaties and carrying on 


war? 

What is now the eastern part of Tennessee, 
the region lying between the Blue Ridge and 
the Cumberland and Holston Rivers, went 
at orie time under the name of Franklin, or 
Frankland, and was in open revolt against 
North Carolina, the State which it was 
legally bound to obey, and acknowledged 
only. in the vaguest way the sovereignty of 
the federal government. This State sprang 
up im a night, as it were, flourished for a 
brief spell, and then disappeared as quickly 
as it-had come. It stands out as one of the 
strange phases of the national growth and 


our history. 
In the years immediately following tle 


adoption of the constitution the separatist 
movement pervaded the whole West. The 
two sections, the East and the West, did | 
not as. yet understand other. No 
strong mutual attachment to. the union 
bound them together. The eyes of the West 
were turned towards the Mississippi, at that 
time controlled by Spain. Its interests cen- 
tered in .getting an outlet for.its produce, 
and the Mississippi offered the only avail- 
able outlet. 

All manner of schemes were discussed for 
securing this end, most of which contem- 
plated some form of separation from the 
union. One manifestation of this separatist 
movement was in the attempts to 
an alliance with Spain. Another was in the 
State of Franklin. 

This Holston-Cumberland region in 1780 
hada population of about 10,000. It was 
comparatively sparsely settled and was sub- 
jected to constant Indian attacks. Such be- 
ing the case it was a source of no little 
worry and expense to North Carolina, of 
which State it was still an integral part. 


Off by North Carolina. 
Im 1784 the parent State resolved to get 
rid of so unprofitable a piece of territory, 
and ceded the region, comprising 29,000,000 
acres of land, to Congress. Congress was 
given two years in which to accept this 
cession, the government in the meantime to 
be administered by North Carolina, the same 


as 

arrangement was far from satisfac- 
tory to the inhabitants of the region for va- 
rious regions. ‘‘ Could any region in the 
country be pointed out which needed protec- 
tion, and a strong protection, more? The 
settlements swarmed with men who, in the 
Hast, had avowed by their actions an utter 
disregard for law and order. Refugees who 
had been proscribed and hunted from their 
homes as outcasts of society; thieves and 
cut-throats who had broken jail or escaped 
from-the clutches of the law; men who had 
mugdered their rivals in duels or run them 
through the body in the dark, were con- 


stantly seeking @h Asylum onthe Holston. 


Yet mo supreme court had been established. 
Vidlations of the law were unpunished ex- 
cept by the summary. processes of the 
‘ regulators,” whom the people had, in self- 
deferise, beén compelled to appoint. The 
Cherokees wére again restless and aggres- 
sive. They might at any moment dig up the

burning, scalping, and killing.” Such was 
the feeling of the settlers. — 
a Separate State. 

Sentiment soon crystallized in favor of in- 
dependent action, and on Aug. 23, 1784, del- 
egates from the three disaffected counties 
met at Jonesboro and. proceeded to draw 
up a temporary. constitution and petition 
Congress to admit them as 4 State. The 
new State Was named Franklin after the 
great philosopher. of that.name, although

This second convention met in November, 
1785, and started on its work of ‘constitu- 


ly as its predecessor did, and was soon 


the delegates of Franklin were squabbling 
among themselves, the Legislature of North 
Carolina amet, repealed the previous act of 
cession, and granted all the reforms asked 
for‘by Franklin. This put the new State 
in «,.peculiar position: all of its grounds 
for action were taken away and it. was 
at the same time put in a position of open 
revellfon against its established govern- 
ment, Many of the men most influential 
in_its formation now advocated its disso- 
lution and a return to the authority and 
protection of North Carolina. Probably the 
most influential man in the whole move- 
ment was John Sevier, Governor of the 
State. His ancestry dated back several gen- 
erations, to when the French Huguenots 
migrated to the colonies. His father had 
taken‘ an important and creditable part in 
the revolution. Sevier himself had dis- 
tinguished himself at Kings Mountain. Be- 
ing &@ man of considerable natural ability 
and having been universally successful in 
his fights with the Indians, he was the idol 


. Divide into Factions. 

Upen the action of North Carolina, he fa- 
vored the abandonment of the new State. 
Gut the majority of the settlers were of the 
opinion that they had gone too far to recede, 
and he drifted with the popular tide. A con- 
siderable faction, however, headed by a man 
by the name of Tipton, formed a North Car- | 
oilfma party and sought to execute the laws | 
of the older State. 7 

Then there began a lively struggle be- 
tween the Sevier and. Tipton forces. The 
formér were at first in the majority and 
Satried things on as they pleased. Vigorous 
measures were taken against the Indians. 
Bevyier, whose rennown as an Indian fighter 
extended all over the Southwest, led several 
Successful expeditions against the Cherokees 
ang Creeks. Treaties were made with the 
aaGians, wheedling them out of their lands. 
he whole tempestuous course of this State 
Was attended by constant wa?fare or bick- 
fing with the red men. 

The forces of law and order, however, soon 
fame to the fore, and the Sevier government 
Siappeared entirely. Im March, 1788, the 
State of Franklin resolved itself back into 
North Carolina.

PROSTRATION OF BROTHER MOODY. 
’ The hope will be universally felt that 
| Dwight L. .Moody, or, as he is familiarly 


‘known, “ Brother Moody,” may rally from 


the attack which prostrated him at Kan- 
sas City, but there will be at the same 
time an equally general feeling of regret 
if, as is intimated, it may terminate his 
evangelistic career. This regret possibly 
will be keenest in Chicago, for it was here 
that he resolved to devote himself to his 
work and made his firét essays in a career 
which has since become famous not only 
in this country but across the water. 
Brother Moody’s success has been well 
nigh phenomenal. There have beén many 
evangelists in his time, but not. one of 
‘them has so closely commerded himself 
to the people or reaped such great results 
from his labor. At the, beginning. of his 
eareer he modestly said on one océasion 


‘that. he had but one talent and that he 


should devote his life to its use. Most 
‘certainly he has not concealed it in a ‘hap- 
kin. His initiatory efforts were upon 
humble lines dnd many Chicagoans will 
still remember his occasional appearances 
at the evening meetings in various 


churches and his noonday prayer meetings. 


Little by little his crusade grew and fol- 
lowers rallied about him, and at last he 
had a church of his own. By this time, 


however, his reputation had exceeded local 


bounds. Then, associating Mr. Sankey 
with himself, the two went preaching, pray- 
ing, and singing all over the country and 
‘in many parts of Europe. It is doubtful 
whether any other revivalist in the United 
States has ever drawn such crowds or 
had such an extraordinary effect upon au- 
diences. For more than forty years those 
audiences have been numbered by thon- 
sands and the name of “ Brother Moody” 
is now a household word. No man is bet- 
ter known. Certainly no man is more 
highly esteemed. The fruit of all these 
years of labor, now unfortunately so near 
their end, is his great institution at North- 
field, which is his special delight. 

What is the secret of Brother Moody’s 
powerful influence over the masses? He 


‘is.not an eloquent man.’ He is far from 


that, as he has none of the characteris- 

s of a great orator. He is not a learned 
man, He has few of the qualities of the 
student. He knows thé conterits of the 
Bible thoroughly. - Beyond this he knows 
little of books. He is ‘not a practieal or 
tactful man. He was encouraged by a 
merchant in this city in whose ‘house he 
once was employed to enter upon religious 
work because he was not fitted for com- 
mercial work. He is not an imposing man 
in his personal ‘appearance. He has no 
ability to fascinate an audience by physical 
display or intellectual brilliancy. It seems 
to us that one element of his power lies 
it his simple and familiar contact with 
people. He does not preach or “ orate,” 
He, as it were, places his hand upon the 
shoulder of his audience and talks to it as 
one friend talks to another. Another is 
the absence of theological dogma in h*& 
discoursing. He talks religion “ pure and 
undefiled.” The third is his earnestness 
and sincerity. No one has ever ques- 
tioned either. He is honest with himseif 
That people admire 
these qualities is shown by the immense 
crowds which attend his services. Tlic 
statistics of his labor show that few men 
since the days of Wesley have beens more 
successful or have exercised a more potent 
moral, influence. He has been a.power 
for good, though the world has outgrown 
many of his beliefs. That such a power 
should now be menaced by a failure 
is greatly to be regretted. 


THE MISSOURI BOTANICAL GARDEN. 

The Botanical Garden, founded by Henry 
Shaw during his life and endowed on his 
death in 1889 with his $5,000,000 estate, is 
the most interesting point in St. Louis. 
Its 8,000 trees and plants carefully labeled, 
its plant-houses, its mounted specimens, 
and its literary collections render it not 
only a center for original research but 
likewise an inviting resort for instructive

SEORETARY LONG SHOULD RESIGN. 

Secretary Long has denied with some 
asperity the recent report that he would 
soon resign his position as head of the 
Navy department, but says that his resig- 
nation is subject to the demand of the 
President at any time. It is certain, 
therefore, that he will not voluntarily re- 
sign and it is not likely that the Presi- 
dent will ask for his resignation. The 
situation is not unlike that which con- 
fronted the government during the ad- 
ministration of the War department 
by Secretary Alger, but he had the man- 
liness when he realized that the country 
was dissatisfied to step down and out. If 
Secretary Long should follow his example 
his resignation would be equally, if not 
more, satisfactory, and it would be for 
the best interests of the Navy department. 

The reason why Secretary Long should 
resign is that he is unfit for his place and 
that his continuance in office can only work 
to the detriment of the navy, which has 
already been demoralized by his inefficiency. 
He has been the easy victim of naval 
cabals and has pandered to the jedlousies 
of naval officers instead of promptly 
Btifling them. His vanity has .been flat- 
tered by toadies and tufthunters and he 
has unhesitatingly yielded to their ‘crafty 
insinuations and furthered their personal 
ambitions. He has encouraged scandals 
and fostered favoritism. He has smirched 

e glory of the Santiago victory, which 
was “enough for us all,” by making it 
only sufficient for one, and that one an 
officer who was not in the battle at all. 
He is responsible for the silly and fruit- 
less naval procession to Porto Rico, which 
only resulted in seriously straining two or 
three battleships which had to tow the 
monitors. He has taken sides with the 
insolent bureaucrat, Orowninshield, and 
the Board of Strategy in exalting some 
officers who hafi not earned the honor at 
the expense of other officers who did the 
real work. He has been Sir Oracle for Cap- 
tain Evans, who has vented his spleen 
against higher officers by making false 
and vicious statements. 

The outcome of this miserable business 
is the demoralization of the navy and serious 
menace to its discipline. If itis not checked 
soon it must result in naval anarchy. If 
Mr. Long had been a man fitted for his 
place, if he had been a fair and just man, he 
would have stopped at once all this in- 
triguing of cabals. He would have checked 
jealousies and suppressed scandals. Had 
he not been a man blinded by vanity and 
seized of the idea that he was a great 
naval genius he would have foreseen just 


as«he entered upon his 9 Secretary | 
Réot, When he‘wis appointed; had no more 
knowledge of military matters than Lony 
had of naval matters, but he has had that 
strong sense of justice and that degree of 
clear-headedness to undo all the evils of 
his _predecessor’s administration, correct 
his mistakes, suppress jealousies and 

scandals, and restore the discipline and ef- 
fectivériess of the army. As Secretary 
Long is clearly incapable of doing this for 
the Navy he should offer his resignation 
to the President, insist upon its acceptance, 
and return to private life. . 


Complaint that the New 
York Postoffice is being 
starved is made by some of 
the papers ofthatcity. Itis 
said that there has been such 
an expansion of postal busi- 
ness because of the growth of the business of 
the whole country that the clerks, though 
overworked, cannot handle satisfactorily the 
mass of matter they have to deal with. 
Therefore Congress is appealed to to recog- 
nize the needs of the New York office and 
abandon its niggardly postal policy. ‘There 
is truth in the statement that, as New York 
is “ the chief port of the country, its post- 
office is.a national institution and should be 
treatéd as such, with special provision for 
its unique needs."" The whole country is 
benefited by the prompt handling of foreign 
mails at New York. Toimpair the efficiency 
of the service at that point is to work gen- 
eral injury. Last year the New York and

the second-class matter which went through 
the mails. Philadelphia, Boston, and St. 
Louis handled 15 per cent. Congress should 
stop erecting expensive postoffice buildings 
in smaller places, doing little business, 
where they are not needed, and make ap- 
ptopriations large enough to enable the 
great officés, which do so much work, 
to attain the highest standard of efficiency. 
There are many government employés who 
do not do half a day’s work. Railway mail 
clerks and clerks in postoffices like New 
York and Chicago are not among them. 
Those clerks work hard, and are often over- 
worked. The Illinois Congressnten ought 
te be, and doubtless are, ready to coéperate 
with those from New York in efforts to 
‘place in the hands of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral a sufficient amount of money to enable 
him to deal with the New York and Chicago 
Postoflices according to their needs, which 


are great. 


AN INSOLUBLE PROBLEM. 
Carroll D, Wright, the United States 
Commissioner of Labor, speaks of the labor 
‘problem in a hopeless fashion. He says it 
_bas plagued mankind since the beginning 
ef recorded time and never. is to be solved 
until the coming of that distant time when 
man shall have attained a higher plane of 
intelligence and shall know enough to solve 
the problem. If, as Mr. Wright says, the 
labor question is due to a certain inherent 
quality of human nature—to its discontent 
with existing conditions, though better than 
those which preceded them, and to the rest- 
less striving after better things—then hu- 
man nature will have to be modified some- 
what before the industrial millennium is 
reached. 

While holding out a dim hope that “some 
day. we will solve the labor problem,” ‘Mr. 
Wright contends that all the solutions thus 
far advanced are valueless. It was as- 
serted once that factory inspection was the 
panacea for all ills of workingmén. It has 
been put in force ahd has benefited the 
workingmen, but’ has not lessened their 
discontent. Shorter hours were recom- 
mended as a panacea. Hours have been 
reduced from thirteen to eight, and though 
—or because—workingmen afte more inte!- 
ligent than they were, the labor question 
is more discussed than ever.

gle which was born with the human race.” 
Compulsory arbitration he denounces un- 
sparingly. He says: “It would lead to 
the militarism which existed in the ages 
we have happily escaped, for a large army 
only could maintain the findings of an ar- 
bitrary board of arbitration. It would 
mean the disruption of trades unions and 


‘a destruction of the freedom of contract.” 


Cotperation is put on one side as impossi- 
ble. When one man’s special ability goes 
unrewarded and he gets no more than an 
inferior he will consider himself unfairly 
treated, and will refuse to co}perate. Mr. 
Wright has no more faith in profit-sharing 
than in codperation. Each works well in 
some instances; neither is a sovereign reme- 
dy for labor ills | 

Some men contend that prohibition will 
solve the labor problem. Mr. Wright 
points out that prohibition will throw back 
on the farmers sixty million bushels of 
grain, remove a million men from their 
positions, and take a thousand millions of 
dollars out of the channels of trade. Mr. 
Wright does not deny that it may be 


worth the cost, but -he believes other ills 


greater than those of intemperance would 
be let loose. Voluntary temperance, not 


legislative prohibition, must be relied on ’ 


to climinate liquor from the labor question. 
In the opinion of the Commissioner of 
Labor “decent treatment of employés is 
the nearest approach to a panacea.” His 
advice to employers who wish to avoid 
labor disturbances—and what employers 
do not?—is to eliminate from the minds of | 
employés all suspicion of unfair treat- 
ment and give them an insight into the 
business. The Commissioner of Labor be- 
lieves “the man who contributes muscle 
and brain to a business enterprise has 
the same right to know why his wages 
are decreased as the stockholder to know 
why his dividends are lessened.” “ Sus- 
picion,” says Mr. Wright, “lies at the 
base of all strikes.” Therefore it should 
be eliminated, It cannot be, however, so 
long as some walking delegates are busicd 
in sowing the seeds of distrust in the minds 
of workingmen and making them believe 
the employers necessarily must be their 
enemies. 


THE OI VIC FEDERATIONS SPHERE. 

The announcement is made that the Civic 
federation has appointed or is about to ap- 
point two committees, each composed of 100 
prominent citizens. One of these commit- 
tees is to agitate and educate in favor of 
the Greater Chicago project. The other is 
to move in the direction of improving the 
public schools of the city, and, incidentally, 
is to revise the school statutes. | 

The appointment of committees, each com- 
posed of 100 leading citizens, is certainly 
spectacular and may be impressive, but no 
business-man will recognize in it any ap- 
proach to business methods. The actual 
work done by committees is usually in in- 
verse ratio to their size. A committee of 
ten, for instance, may be expected to ac- 
complish ten times as much work as a com- 
mittee of 100. But this is a matter of ad- 
ministration and of method rather than of 
aim, and there may be reasons, not made 
public, which make the appointment. of 
large committees desirable. 

On the other hand, it may fairly be ques- 

tioned whether the policy along which these 
committees are to work is not a mistaken 
one. Before inviting and urging other peo- 
ple to take up their permanent abode under 
'your roof it is usually considered good form 
that the conditions under which they 
will then be obliged to live are favorable and 
pleasant.

It is in assisting the municipal officials to 
correct these and similar abuses, or in ex- 
posing, if necessary, the shortcomings of 
the municipal authorities along these lines 
that the Civic federation can do its most 
important and its most logical work. Not 
until small and business-like committees of 
the federation have done their utmost to 
enforce such reforms, and have succeeded, 
ought an attempt to be made to force the 
evolution of that Greater Chicago, the ulti- 


Mate creation of which is probably in- 
evitable. 


It is true that such work would demand 
close investigation and hard study on the 
part of the executive officers of the federa- 
tion. But until such work is done it avails 
nothing to play to the gallery on the trust 
question or the anti-expansion question, for

This has been going on for 
years without any apparent good result. 
If anything, the levee has grown worse and 
worse, until now it is almost entirely given 
over to vice and crime, and at night has be- 
come unsafe for pedestrians who are care- 
less in personal precaution. Drinking, 
gambling, prostitution, and personal en- 
counters are’the nightly curriculum of the 


levee, and it has generally been considered 


hopeless to make any reforms. The Salva- 


tion Army, which is the great slum worker, 


has labored hard to improve conditions and 


in*some cases has been successful to a cer- 
tain extent, but even these devoted workers 
have not been able to make much impres- 


sion. The hopeful outlook now is that this 


industrial art school may gather in “the 
children and some young men and women 
and get them off the streets, where their en- 
vironment is entirely vicious. There is no 
hope of improving the older levee gener- 
ation, but something may be done with the 
younger, and as the instruction is free it 
may attract many.

PROBLEM OF WINTER CLOTHING 


culties in Washing and Steriliz- 
ing Are Hard to Solve. 


With the coming of November every one 
thinks of winter clothing, and as a clothing 
wé all believein wool. Undoubtedly. Asthe. 
saying goes, “ there ie nothing to beat it.”’ 
A man clothed in wool is far nearer to the 1 
condition of the natural monkey with whom 
he is said to have such affinities than when 
dressed in.any other garb, evem than when 

t up in fure or in the homely sheepskin. 

he trouble is that wool is difficult to wash, 
difficult indeed to sterilize without de- 
terloration, whereas cotton and linen can be 
made not only to look clean but to be really 
clean by the simple process of putting it ina 
copper and boiling it. If one inquires how 
woolen underclothing is dealt with by the 
ordinary laundress one finds that it is washed 
in warm wator, well lathered with soap, and 
rapidly dried, preferably upon some form of 
stretcher, the aim being not entirely cleanli- 
ness but the avoidance of the shrinking 
which is apt to take piace if it be left long 
im the water and of the “ goltig hard ’’ which 
occurs if the fabric be boiled. The process is 
definitely laborious and one that the poor find 
too tedious and expensive to be indulged in 
more frequently than is absolutely néces- 
sary. Hence, no doubt, what a contemporary 
Calis the “dreadful smell of humanity ”’ 
which characterizes an English crowd, for 
England of all countries is the one whose 
inhabitants most affect woolen clothing. 
We wear clothing mainly for the sake of 
Warmth; and, in this climate, woolen cloth- 
ing is the safest because it serves best to 
keep us warm under all sorts of conditions. 
Cotton may be made to be nearly as warm as 
Wool #0 long as it is dry. But once it gets 
wet there is a different tale to tell, and there- 
in lies its deficiency.

THE PUBLIC SQUARE. 
Sight-seeing, the tourist finds himself in a 
broad and handsome square—the Ferencz-

on one side to the Danube, which is crossed 
by one of the largest suspension bridges, a 
stupendous piece of engineering. Facing the 
Hungarian Academy of Science is a monu- 
ment to its founder, Count Széchényi, a 
prominent statesman who played a distin 
guished part ™ the reorganization of his 
country. 


A monument to Ferencs Deék, the “ fa- | 


ther”. and “liberator” ofthe nation, oc- 
cuples a site facing Lioyd’s offices, whilst 
the spot where the King was crowned is 
reserved for the erection of an equestrian 
monument to his Majesty. 

Corso monuments to the poets Hotvis and 
Petéfl—by whose works and lives this en- 
thusiastic,. hero-worshiping little nation in 
its undying gratitude sets great store—com- 
plete the list of effigies embellishing the 
Danube banks. 

The cafés, and they are legion, form the 
chief rendezvous of all classes. They are a 
specialty of Budapest, and are larger, 
more numerous, more commodious, and 
more luxuriously fitted than are Vienna 
kaffehiuser or the Paris cafés. Every sec- 
ond ‘house in the chief thoroughfares of the 
inner city, one is told, was distinguished by 
either a café or a restaurant, and the cafés 
are crowded from 7 to 10 o’clock a. m., 
in the early part of the afternoon, and again 
from 5 o'clock p. m. till 2 a. m. 


PEOPLE LIVE IN CAFES. 

Every native is supposed to frequent his 
‘own pet café two, three, or four times a day, 
‘wy which he swears as a haunt'par ex. 
“eellence. and here he meets “his friends, 
maligns or challenges his enemies, if need 
be, to duel combat, transacts much of his 
‘business, reads his paper. discusses science, 
politics, and scandal, and plays his favorite 
game. 

- Zadies of all sorts and conditions are 
habituées of these smart temples of ease, 


‘especially of a wintes’s Sunday afternoon, 
and either congregate over ices or coffee in 


the ladies’ rooms or honor the sterner sx 
with their society. Gypsy music is usual at 


many of the cafés and restaurants the whole 


evening. throughout, right away into the 
small hours. Especially on Sundays entire 
families dine at the cafés. 

English.ané American papers, with papers 
in all the chief Huropean languages, are 
on hand, those of America being unfortu- 
nately conspicuous by their scarcity.

MULTITUDE OF BATHS, 

Another specialty of Budapest is its min- 
eral springs and baths. The bathing estab- 
lishments, models of their kind, are multi- 
tudinous, huxuriously and even magnificent- 
ly furnished. - They ‘are multifarious, too, 
and may be classified as Roman, Turkish, 
electric’ medicated, vapor, iron, salt, mud, 
hot, tepid, cold. 

The chief baths, replete with legendary and 
traditional linport, are those of Buda, on the 
right bank of the Danube, and tliey vary in 
price from two cents to half a dollar. The 
two-cent dip at the R&cz is a veritable boon 
to the poor. The numerous mineral springs 
consist of three classes. Of high temper- 
ature for the most part.are the sulphurous 
springs. The ferruginous, too, are widely 
appreciated, while the bitter waters, famed 
for their purity and efficacy, are exported in 
millions of bottles annually portions of 
the globe. 

Budapest as a watering-place is, rising in 
popularity from year to year, and gives fair 
promise of developing into the. most fre- 
quented of European spas, Attached to 
most of the chief establishments are hotels 
with first-rate accommodations and little to 
be desired in point of international cuisine, 
the chargés, all things considered, being 
moderste. The Viennese, however, warn you 


against the danger of malarial fever in 


Budapest. 


MARGIT ISLE. 

The visitor should not fail to explore the 
‘“ Pearl of the Danube,” as the Margit Isle 
is called, situated within easy access, by 
steamer from the metropolis. It is the prop- 
erty of Archduke Joseph, son. of the late 
Palatine of Hungary, and was in days of 


yore a royal hunting ground. ‘The isle is laid 


out in shady walks. In process of construc- 
tion is a bridge communicating with the 
Margit bridge, the first, as the river flows, of 
the lordly bridges spanning the lordly river. 
The hotel on the island is a favorite re- 
treat. The mineral water, which is the is- 
land's proudest boast, is sulphurous in char- 
acter, and, used both for drinking and bath- 
ing, was discovered on sinking an artesian 
well; it now forms an imposing cascade, its 
rich superfiuity dashing over the rocks in 
its abandoned course to mingle with the wa- 
ters of the Danube. Near the cascade is a 
/bottling-house. The water utilized is, how- 
ever, but a drop in the ocean compared to 
what flows away. The bathhouse close to 
the hotel is a 
of a hundred baths. 


BATH OF THE CHSARS. 


The Cs4szér Filrd6, or Bath, at 
Buda is of Roman origin, the Cesars having 
bathed therein. It was beautified by Mathias 


Corvinus, the Hungarian King of memory

TOMB OF GUL-BABA. 

Crossing by steamer to Buda and mounting 
the Rozsahegy, or Rose Hil!, which is with- 
in easy access, and cammands from its 
summit is.a magnificent prospect of river 
and city with a huge expanse of plain 
stretching to the horizon in the foreground, 
and a chain of wooded and vine-clad hills, 
dotted with innumerable villas, closing in 
the panoramic vista in the background. 
One makes a pilgrimage to the tomb 
of GUul-Baba, “the Father of Roses,” 
prophet, warrior, and saint—a Turk, held 
in high veneration by the faithful, who was 
killed fighting the Giaour, the tomb hay- 
ing been erected by Mahomet Pasha, Gor:

UNDERGROUND RAILWAY. 
Coming from Chicago I was naturally in- 
terested in the lilliputian underground elec- 
tric railway, the smartest arrangement of 
the kind I have ever seen, which transported 
me fromthe heart of the stifling city to the 
suburban cool, and shade of the V4rosliget, 
or City Park. in comfort. O, “ blest land 
of the Magyar,’ no atrocious trolley sys- 
tem of communication, overground or under- 
ground, in vogue in thy proud and opulent 
metropolis! The Western visitor has to ad- 
mit that this semi-Asiatic. people—these 
dwellers on the confines of Western civiliza- 
tion, emerging, as it were, but yesterday 
from the yoke of Hapsburgian bondage— 
have outrivaled us, who plume ourselves on 
our scientific ingenuity, elsewhere unsur- 
passed, by calling into existence a trolleyless 


paradise. 

The line was opened in 1896 at the time of 
the millennial exhibition held in the V4ros- 
liget, which on a small scale serves, to the 


denizens of Budapest, the purpose of the 


Paris Bois de Boulogne, the Vienna Prater, 


,the Berlin Thiergarten, the London Hyde 


Park, and the Central Park of New York. 

The subterranean enterprise consists of a 
double track, and is unquestionably a mas- 
terpiece of modern engineering. It starts 
from the Gisela tér, a handsome square situ- 
ated close to the Danube, where the prin- 
cipal hotels are congregated. In length the 
line is but little over two miles, the cost 
of the construction being estimated at $120 
a current foot. There are in all eleven sta- 
tions, the walls of which are of artistic yel- 
low majolica bricks. 

The chief city avenue thus penetrated sub- 
terraneally is the aforementioned Andrassy 
street, flanked by some of the most hand- 
some public and private buildings of which 
Budapest can boast. On the line first 
opened there were repeated outbreaks of

TERMS OF.FRANCHISE. } 


In accordance with the liberal policy 
Budapest the franchise runs for ninety 
years, but the city has the privilege of pur- 
chasing the system in 1940.0n two years’ 
notice, in which year the concession of the 
Budapest Electric City releay company 
expires. 

The road for fifteen years trom its comptle- 
tion is exempt from taxation, even to’ the 
revenue duty on tickets. After twenty years 
the road pays the city 1 per cent per annum 
of its gross receipts, the percentage increas- 
ing 1 per cent every ten years until it fnally 
amounts to 5 per cent per annum.

LEGENDARY BATTLE BETWEEN MAMMOTHS AND THE LIGHTNING AT BIG BONE SPRINGS. 


BESS than thirty miles from Cincinnati 
lies the greatest battle field this coun- 
try of many battle fields has ever 
a according to an Indian legend. 

e bones of the mighty but worsted 
warriors that are buried twenty feet be- 
neath the surface of the now quiet earth, 
in acres of stiff blue clay, bear silent wit- 
ness to a portion of the story at least. The 
battle itself was fought over 500 ycars ago, 
and the contestants were huge mammoths 
and mastodons on one side; lightning and the 
wrath ofan Indian deity on the other. All 
that is.jeft to tell the terrible story is the 
huge bones that have been excavated near 
Big Bone Springs, Boone County, Ky. 

The story, as told by the old Indian chief, 
is a thrilling one. When General William 
Henry Harrison, grandfather of the present 
ex-President Harrison, had concluded the 
treaty with the Indiatis for the gréat North- 


if they could, in any way, account for the 
numberless mighty bones of mastodons and 
elephants that lay in such marvelous collec- 
tions within the small valley at the Big Bone 


Told by an Indian Chief. 

An old chief, _ with many winters, rose 
and answered the question thus: 

“Many moons ago, ere the white man 
came and while the hunting was yet good, 
the elk, the buffalo, anid the deer went often 
to the valley of springs to drink the smelling 
waters. But many and mighty mammoths 
also came from afar to drink, and, as the 
days went on, they Killed or frightened away 
the elk, the buffage, and the deer, so that the 


Indians could hunt no longer. 


“Then the Great Spirit was angry at the 
mammoths, and he came down from the sky 
and from a high hill he hurled his thunder- 
bo among the great animals and slew 
in countless numbers within the valley, 

alley, and the deer an 
into the forests, but the 
irit’s thunderbolts were more terrt- 
destructive to the mammoths 
than they had been to the game. ae.

Here he paused only 
long enough to gather himself for a mighty 
bound; then, leaping, he cleared the wide 
Ohio and tore on through the forest to the 
great lakes, and across them into the cold 
Northeast. Here he disappeared and was 
séen no more, and here he lives to this day,

Such was the answer that General Harri- 
son received; but whatever of truth thereis, 
or ie not, in the Indian legend accounting for 
the bones found, and to be found, in the val- 
ley at Big Bone Springs, at least the strange 
discovery made by a fisherman on the coast 
of Labrador in 1887 lends a weird plausibil- 
ity to the old chief's story. 


Found in an Ice Cliff. 

The fisherman in question saw, while 
tramping the beach one day, 4 huge body 
frozen in the ice cliff-above him. As the 
ice melted the body sank to the ground, and 
he, procuring aid, skinned it. The skin was

Where Huge Bones Lie Buried. 

The hamlet nesties against a hillside just 
above the level of a narrow valley, which 
is filled with the bubbling sulphur springs. 
To the right rises Indian Hill, whereon, ac- 
cording to the legend, the Great Spirit rested 
while he shot his thunderbolts into the herds 
of mammoths. The bottom of the valley, 
now comparatively dry, was once a quag- 
mire of blue clay and sulphur water, and it 
is here, within a radius of half a mile, that 
the great relics were found that gave to the 
town its name. And it is here that number- 
less strange bones of long dead and extinct 
— still He, not many feet below the 


Although there are signs which might 
point to this valley being discovered by the 
French long ago, the first known-white man 
to penetrate to the spot was James Marshall, 
who came there in 1773. He found many 
bones of the mammoth, and those also of 
strange smaller animals, a swamp some 100 
acres square being literally filled with them. 
He tells how he made the framework of his 
tent with immense rib bones nine and ten 
feet long, which he picked up and drove into 
the earth. Marshall also found the traces 
of paths leading to the springs, which were 
probably made by extinct animals that 
sought them, attracted thither by the salti- 
ness of the water. 


Former Researches. 

Tn 1805 Dr. Goforth of Cincinnati, then a 
well-known naturalist, made a collection of 
bones found at Big Bone Springs. At that 
time Thomas Ashe, a famous English trav- 
eler, whom every historian knows as the 
slanderer of this country, met Dr. Goforth. 
The latter, desiring to send his valuable col- 
lection to the Royal Natural History society 
of England, where the bones could be prop- 
erly cared for and studied, placed it in 
charge of Ashe, who volunteered to see it 
safe to England. Ashe, however, when he 
reached London, instead of presenting the 
collection to the Natural History society, 
sold it, and pocketed the proceeds. 

Thomas Jefferson, who was then President, 
ordered more of the bones collected about 
this. time, and these were equally divided 
between the Philosophical society of Phila- 
delphia and M. Cuvier of France. 

Another collection was exhumed in 1881 by 
Béenjamin Finnell, who sold it td a Mr. 
Graves for $2,000. The latter. took the col- 
‘Stoo to England, and in turn sold it for 

The Rev. Dr. Lafayette Johnson of Wal- 
ton, Ky., who is a close student of and an 
authority on paleontology, and who is well 
versed in the scientific and historical lore 
of Big Bone, tells how his grandfather, John 
Tindoll, was accustomed to use great bones 
five or six feet long and eight or ten Inches in 
diameter for fire irons. John Tindoll was 
a hunter for the salt forts at Big Bone in 
the early part of this century, and he speaks 
of it as being @ common occurrence in those 
days for the hunters to place the bones in 
the great open fireplaces and lay the logs 
upon them. Indeed, up to the last decade 
many of the precious relics were actually 
used by the farmers as ricks to cord their 
firewood against. 

Dr. Johnson, as mentioned before, is an 
enthusiastic student of all that pertains to 
the springs. Speaking of a collection of 
bories now in possession of Mr. Williaths of 
Big Bone, he says that he saw in it a curious 
bone, which corresponds to no other known 
bone in the animal kingdom. He says that 
it seeins, from what he could make of it, to 
be an élongated spinal section, with another 
flat, thick bone, some three feet in height, 
jutting up from it almost At right angles. 
he gored that it may have be- 

onged to some extinct animal, proba of 
the camel species. 


Once a Summer Resort. 

In 1864 a wholesale grocer and auctioneer 
of Cincinnati, Charles A. McLaughlin, 
bought Big Bone and the property surround- 
ing and spent his summers there. In 1878 
Mr. McLaughlin built a fine two-story hotel, 
containing forty rooms, and various cottages 
om the hilis above the village and put up a 
handsome payilion at the springs, where 
people might go to drink the water and to 
‘bathe iw ft. Travelers from all over the 
East and West, and also many 
from Hurope, came to Big Bone Springs 
year after year; and during the summier 
months the place was gay with many people. 

They came by the Ohio River, for in those 
Gays the boats were the nearest and quickest 
means of Teaching Big Bone. Landing at 

Hamilton, which is only two miles west of 
Big Bone, they were met by Mr. McLaugh- 
lin's “buses from the Big Bone Hotel. 
“After personally superintending the hote? 
‘for three years Mr. McLaughlin went West 
sand others took charge. But it was not long 
before the hotel went down, the old-time 
guests’ dropped away, and the place was

hotel, Professor Agassiz came to Big Bone In 
the pursuit of science and spent the summer 
with him.

Agassiz found one great vertebra, so large 
that a man could thrust his fist through the 
spinal canal. When one remembers that the 
marrow bone belonging to the largest size 
bullock will searcely admit the insertion of 
a finger we can imagine to what a colossal 
brute this. vertebra must have belonged.

But before 
he got started his shanty boat, bones, and 
all, was stolen one night by some one who 
evidently wanted a good boat. Dr. Graham 
would gladly have parted with the boat if 
he could only have saved the bones. As it

McLaughlin Finds Bones. 

Mr, McLaughlin 2ften found bones him- 
sqf, and, in fact, has presented quite a valu- 
able collection to the Cincinnati Museum 
of Natural History. He speaks of the great 
head of a mammoth, almost intact, which 
he came across while digging one day. The 
bones crumble immediately the air strikes 
them, and unless skilled hands do the work 
it is almost useless to attempt to remove 
them.

Speaking of the soil in the valley Mr. Mo- 
Laughlin says that there is first about 
twelve feet of ordinary ground which has 
to be dug through; then a five-foot layer 
of blue clay. Beneath this is the 
“slush,” or swamp ground, in whi the 
bones and relics are preserved, and the 
whole rests on a bed of soapstone rock. 
When asked to give his opinion as to why 
the bones are found only within the small 
radius of the valley and nowhere else in 
the surrounding country Mr. McLaughlin 
said that he considered it due to the pres- 
ence of the sulphur springs, and when, in 
old times, the monsters came there to drink 
the waters, they often got mired in the val- 
ley, which was then a swamp. They died 
there, unable, by reason of their great bulk, 
to extricate themselves. Mr. McLaughlin 
says that, although so much has been taken 
away, there are yet numberless specimens 
of bones still in the ground, if anybody 
cares to dig them up. 

This is also the view of the Rev. Dr. John- 
son, who says that there are doubtless yet 
riumerous and priceless remains buried in 
the valley, besides c@untless relics of the 
prehistoric moundbuilders, which are to be 
found on Indian Hill. 


ANCIENT ADVERTISING METHODS 


Picturesque Emblems with Which 
Tradesmen Once Made Their Wares 
and Occupations Known. 


A noticeable survival of the picturesque old 
fashion of hanging emblems outside shops 
which dealt with the goods to be sold within, 
is the sign of the boot, which one may often 
see hanging outside a shoemaker’s shop. 

Sign boots are made in two or three stan- 
dard sixes and of other sizes to order. They 
aré most commonly seen gilded, but sign 
boots are occasionally finished in some 
bright color, as, for instance, a brilliant red. 

The boot signs may be bought in the estab- 
li#tment of the dealer in emblem signs, 
where there are also to be found the gilded 
fishes for the* dealer in fishing tackle, the 
great gilded padiocks for the bardware 
dealer, and a variety of other signs of an 
emblematic character.

TESTS REQUIRE YEARS. 


R. BE. G. HOPKINS, ‘chemist of the 
gricultual experiment station otf 
the University of Iilinols,..will pub- 
lish shortly’a bulletin on his exper'- 
ments in changing the chemical com- 
position of corn. He bas .worked sevcral 
years on this matter, and is confident ihat he 
has hit upon a method whereby corn may be 
grown to contain 2 large percentage of fa’, 
of protein, or of carbohydrates at the will of 
the farmer.” In ‘the bulletin he will say: 
“ The many different uses which are made 
of corn and the enormous value of the crop

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important facts which the investigations de- 
termined were: That a single ear of corn is b 
approximately uniform throughout in the .

“The uniformity of the individual ear of . 
corn made it possible to determine approxt- -. - 
mately the composition of the grain on any -. 
ear by analyzing a sample. The general ) 
plan pursued was to make an analysis of a a 
large number of ears, select for seed those 
which were found to contain a high per. 
centage of a desired constituent, plant inan - 
isolated field, to prevent cross fertilization 
from other corn, and grow the crop under 
as good field conditions as possible. For 
three years the process was repeated, and 
the results were beyond the expectations of 
myself and my assistants. 

“ While it may require ten or twenty years’ 
work to enable one to form a definite opinion 
as to the extent to which it is possible to 
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to the United States in general, and to Tilj- 
nois in particular, certainly may be deemed 
sufficient reason for investigating the pos- 
sibility of making improvements in the 
chemical composition of this important 
grain. The nature of any desired improve- 
ment will, of course, depend upon the use 
which is to be made of the crop produced. 
“For example, if corn is. grown for the 


alcohol, it is desirable that the grain contain 
a high percentage of carbohydrates, and 
that the percentage of its other chief con- 
stituents, proteim and fat, should be reduced 
as much as possibie. If corn is to be used 
as feed for growing animals or manufac- 
tured into corn flour for human food, a high- 
er percentage of protein certainly will in- 
crease its value. If it is to be used chiefly 
for fattening steck, perhaps an increased 
percentage of fat would be an tmprovement. 

“That the chemical composition of corn 
can be changed seems reasonably probate 
from the changes which have been produced 
in some other plants, notably in the sigar

‘* Before the work reported in this bulletin 
could be begun it was necessary to make a 
chemical study of the corn plant, and to de- 
vise methods for conducting experiments 
with the object of improving the composition 
of the grain. It is known that the minerel 
content of plants can be to some 
extent by thé addition to the soil of mineral 
materials in a form readily available to the 
plant, but that the temporary change thus 
effected would have any appreciable h 
ary tendency seems unlikely.

Independent of Legis- 
lative Control. 


KAISER AT WINDSOR. 


Ex-Attacke Says His Visit to 


Victoria May Have Deep 


IGNORE POPULAR WILL | 


HAT Emperor William’s visit to Wind- 
sor is no mere family affair, dictated 
solely by an affectionate longing to 
embrace once more his aged grand- 
mother, Queen Victoria, as some of 

the German newspapers would have the 
world believe, i¢ demonstrated by the fact 
that Cotnt Biilow, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, accompanies him to England, and is 
to pass many hours during the next few days 
in close and intimate consultation with Lord 
Galisbury. ‘The Kaiser's trip is of the ut- 
most political and international importance, 
and cannot fail to exercise upon the future 
course of events a far reaching influence, 
the extent of which it is. beyond. the power. 
ot any one even to calculate, excepting, of 
course, the two sovereigns and the two 
Ministers. who are intrusted with the con- 
duct of their international affairs. 

This visit serves to call: attention once 


again, and in a more striking manner than | 


usual, to the small share which at the close 
of the nineteenth century the people are 
allowed to enjoy in the management of 
their interests abroad. True, no statute can 


the sanction of the duly elected representa- 
tives of the people assembled in Parliament. 
The national Legislature, in. fact, limits’ at 
every point the authority of the executive, 
compelling it to defer to popular will. But 


“no such restrictions can be said to exist 
with regard to. the. foreign affairs of the 


nations concerned, which are conducted with 
a disregard for public opinion and a degrees 
of absolutism and autocracy that seem al- 
together out of keeping with the demo- 
tratic spirit of the age. : 


Recent Speech. 
It is true that Lord Salisbury waxed élo- 
quent the other day in the House of Lords 
in defense of what he was good enough to 
describe as modern diploniacy. “An English 


Minister,” he declared, “ is not the organ of. 


@ despotic power, who has merely to give 
the word of command, and the policy which 
he selects will be unflinchingly carried out. 
He has, on the contrary, to Jook ‘at every 


moment for the amount:that he can com-. 


mand of that popular support which is the 
breath of life to all political movements of 
the age... . 

** He cannot afford by secrecy to neglect 
the feelings of those to.whom he has to look 
for support. He is. bound to place before 
them a full exposition of the case, and. to 
give them such information as will enable 
them to form a thorough judgment of the

poking solemn ‘un at his fellow-legislators 
in the House. of Lords in: accordance with 
his amiable and* frequent custom. For if 
there has been one British Minister. more 
than any other who has declined t take 
the public into his confidence pending nego- 
tiations, who has accorded no considera- 
tion whatever to popular opinion, or even 
to the views of his own party; iff connection 
with foreign affairs, it is- certainly Lord 


Ignores the People. . 

“Whenever he has been in office he has fn- 
variably conducted the foreign affairs of the 
empire without the slightest regard for the 
sentiments of the people, and seldom takes 
even his ministerial colleagues into his con- 
fidence, except where their departments are 
immediately concerned. As‘ his illustrious 
ancestor, the great Cecil, Lord of Burleigh, 
Secretary of State to Queen Elizabeth, con- 
eidered that he was responsible to no one but 


his sovereign, and that he was himself an 


infinitely more capable -judge than the peo- 
ple of what was of advantage to the king- 
dom, so does Victoria's “ Raughty Cecil,” 
as he is sometimes styled at court, disdain 
public opinion, consulting only the wishes 
of his Queen, firmly convinced that he and 
she together, with their extensive experience 


and soundness of judgment, are far better 


ified to conduct the foreign policy of the 
tish Empire than any Gabinet Council or 
ParMament. 

Built upon a large scale, Lord Salisbury’s 
physical appearance is an index of his char- 
acter. He is large in ambition, large in view, 
large also in the diversity of his interests. 
Whenever he tackles a subject, he sweeps 
clear of detall, and considers only its essen- 
tials. He is completely detached from pub- 
lic opinion, and does not care a pin what 
other people think of him. Certain of his 
course, he holds resolutely te his own way, 
sets his own déliberate conviction above the 
irresponsible opinion of others, and disdains 
popular condemnation, because he is aware 
that his critics ignore the immediate 
purposes which he has in view. 

This indifference to popular clamor and to 
the voice of the press constitutes the mark of 
@ great statesmian and indicates vast 
strength of character. As such it impresses 
his countrymen. For England, despite her 
democratic form, always has been kindly 

to personal government, and so. if 


. the truth were known,-are most other na- 


tions, providing, of course, that the personal 
government in question is conducive to the 
grandeur, the welfare, and the prosperity of 
Criticism Based on Error. !
